The 
Z«H*ki Sober that made young Michael 
Romanoff Czar in 1910 was certainly a 
representative Russian assembly, for it 
was called into existence by the patriotic 
revolt against the accession of a Polish 
prince. The canoes of Michael Roman¬ 
off's success .were stated by Kovaleksky 
in his Ilchester lectures to be his rela¬ 
tionship with the existing dynasty of 
Rurik, the popularity of his family, 
which had been pers<k*uted by th© 
boyars, and tho amail number ©f hi* re¬ 
lations. which was looked upon as a safe¬ 
guard against further depredation* on 
the demesne lands ttt the form of bene¬ 
ficiary donations.
